What Motor Owners Complain . 
The Dangers of Reducing Petrol 


Consumption. . 
O——— - 


F a sufficient number of people, either 
from nec®wity or choice, practice, 
for any considersdle period, just a slight 
economy in respect of any one particular 
product of an industry, that E aims be- 
comes depressed, the traders who handle 
the product suffer, while all those trades 
allied to the industry are also injured. 

There are some forty thousand licensed 
motor vehicles in the Free State, and with 
comparatively few exceptions the owners 
of these cars will be compelled by the re- 
cently imposed tax of fourpence a gallon 
on petrol to economise in the use of that 
commodity. Assuming that each of these 
owners decides to reduce his expenditure 
on petrol by one gallon a week, the dis- 
tribution will be cut down by nearly two 
million gallons a year. 

THE DANGER OF ECONOMY. 

Economy to the extent of a gallon a 
week would mean only the saving of the 
new tax on four gallons of spirit, so that 
it is fairly certain the many who will 
have to economise will cut their petrol 
supply to possibly four or more gallons a 
week. The reduction by four to five 
million gallons in the handling, distri- 
bution and sale of petrol in a community 
the size of the Free State would be quite 
serious enough if the loss that it entailed 
stopped at that; but, unfortunately, such 
a reduction would have very serious reper- 
cussions on the motor industry, on em- 
ployment, and on the transport of the 
country. 

To-day the motor car, the omnibus. the 
lorry are the hand-maids of manu- 
facturers, traders, commercial travellers. 
farmers, transport companies, milk 
vendors, travelling cutlers, and even 
dealers in second-hand clothes, while 
thousands use private cars every day for 
business purposes. All these will be 
afiected by the tax, .and complaint is 
general that the Free State Minister for 
Finance has dealt unjustly with this im- 
portant section of the community. 
WHAT MOTORISTS COMPLAIN OF. 

This is the second time within the year 
that Mr. Blythe has gone to motor owners 
for money to help square his accounts, 
and while they agree that he should ob- 
tain the money necessary to balance the 
country’s Budget, their complaint is that 
they have heen subjected to a double tax. 
They put the case this way. As ordinary 


citizens their income tax has been in- 
creased by sixpence, but because they are 
the possessors of a car a second tax of 
fourpence on every gallon of petrol they 
use 1s also placed on them, while in addi- 
tion they pay a heavy road tax. There 
has been no discrimination as to whether 
the car is used for business or pleasure. 
They feel aggrieved that they have been 
singled out to bear an unjust measure of 
taxation, and contend that a more equable 
distribution of the fourpenny tax would 
avoid a disruption of trade and much un- 
employment, which, they believe, is bound 
to follow the imposition. 
A MOTOR TRADER’S FEARS. 

Discussing the matter with the manag- 
ing director of one of the leading motor 
establishments in Dublin, he expressed 
the opinion that the tax would have a 
very injurious effect, not only on the 
motor trade, but on the transport and 
commerce of the country. He pointed out 
that a year or so ago 70,000 were emploved 
in the motor industry in the Free State. 
World depression had caused a very 
eritical situation, and a great many in the 
industry had to. be dispensed with. 
Already they were feeling the results of 
the recent imposition. Private cars. 
especially the high-powered vehicles, were 
being laid up, and he was afraid that the 
import of cars, on which the Government 
got a big revenue, would decrease. To 
avoid dismissing employés, his firm was 
one of several who put their staffs on 
half time.

and all those who used cars in the course 
of their business, he said, would feel this 
tax, while the transport of the country 
would be, perhaps, the biggest sufferer, 
which was a very serious matter. 

He added that he was afraid if the losses 
that would be created by the tax—i.e., un- 
employment, reduced revenue from im- 
ported cars and tyres, and lowered con- 
sumption of petrol—were placed against 
the amount that the tax was expected to 
realise, the figures would be disappointing.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 


DEATH OF NEWLY-BORN 
CHILD, 
ancora 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

Margaret Hogan (25) pleaded not guilty 
when charged with the murder of her newly- 
born male child. 

The accused was employed as a cook at 
Biierley House, Duleek, Co. Meath, and on 
September 26th the body of a child was found 
A piece of tape 
was wound tightly round the child’s neck. 
At the inquest a verdict that death was due 
to stranguiation was returned. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. P. J. Roe 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) prose- 
cuted. 

Mr. Fawsitt (instructed by Messrs. Keating 
and Keating) defended. 

Margaret Hogan, giving evidence, said she 
did not remember her actions after the child 
was born. She was in terrible pain. The 
child gave one cry, and witness then put the 
tape round its neck. She could not say 
whether the child was alive or dead when she 
put the tape round its neck, 

Mr, Justice Sullivan said there was evi- 
dence that the child was born alive. but there 
was, perhaps, more doubt as to whether the 
child was alive when the tape was tied round 
its neck. (On the other hand, there was a 
strong prebability that the child was alive 
when the tape was placed round its neck, and 
the only question that remained was whether 
it was the tying of the cord round its neck 
that deprived it of life, and whether it was 
the accused who had tied the tape. If the 
jury thought that the accused committed the 
act while she was incapable of appreciating 
what she was doing they would be justified 
in bringing in a verdict of manslaughter. 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty, 
and the prisoner was discharged, the judge 
allowing her travelling expenses back to 
Drogheda, where she was arrested.

Arthur Samuel Coulter and Robert James 
Coulter, executors of the will of Elizabeth

of the High Court upholding the decision of

proht and two without. efiected by Elizabeth 
Coulter on her own life, and settled y her 
in 1877 on her marriage with Joseph Arthur 
Coulter, who predeceased her in 1901. The 
policies were assigned to the trustees by Eliza 
beth Coulter in trust for herself until her 
marriage, and after the marriage in trust 
for Joseph Arthur Coulter if he should survive 
her, and, if he should die in her liietime. 
in trust for such person or persons for such 
purpose and in such manner as Joseph A. 
Coulter should by deed or will appoint. 
Joseph A. Coulter predeceased his wife, and 
apportioned the policies of insurance among 
the five children of the marriage. 


FINANCE ACT OF 1894. 


The Revenue Commissioners decided that 
the policies were liable to duty under Section 
2, Sub-section D, of the Finance Act, 1894. 
The High Court upheld this decision. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
policies of insurance did not pass, or could 
not be deemed to pass, on the death of Eliza. 
beth Coulter within Section 2, Sub-section D, 
of the Finance Act, 1894, and that, if they 
did pass, the property was settled property, 
and was exempt from duty by virtue of 
Section 5, Sub-section 2, of the Finance 
Act, 1894, read in conjunction with Section 
55 of the Finance Act, 1910, and Section 
14 (a) of the Finance Act, 1914; and, further. 
that, if the policies were liable to duty, 
they should not be aggregated with the free 
estate of Elizabeth Coulter, deceased.

Vogues and Beauty. 


Is it too much to hope for some rationalisa 
tion of women’s fashions?

The ,Andromedids. 


The Andromedids are a 
meteor shower, nearly contemporary with 
the Leonids. Their radiant is situated 
near the third magnitude star, Gamma 
Andromede. There were notable displays 
of Andromedids in 1872 and 1885, in each 
instance on the night of November 27, 
and there were other appearances, though 
not so splendid, in 1892 and 1899, on the 
nights of November 23 and 24, and some- 
times earlier in the month. The last 
showers of note occurred on November 21, 
1904, when a considerable number of 
meteors were seen early -on that night. 
They are supposed to have a period of 
6-7 years. In the present year these 
meteors may be expected on the night of 
the 21st, between 8 and 10 o'clock, but 
there is an earlier maximum on that 
evening about 6.30, and there is also a 
later one between 2 and 3 on the next 
morning. traces of these meteors

GOVERVMENT CRITICISED. 


The findings of the Northern 
ment Committee on the financial relations 
between the State and local authorities 
are being strongly criticised by various 
public bodies affected, as the recommenda- 
tions, if adopted, will cause substantial 
increases in the rates. The Belfast Cor- 
poration already has protested against the 
proposal to impose sixpence on the rates 
for the maintenance of Constabulary.

regarding the finances of the Electricity 
Supply Board, ó 

Mr. E. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, 
said that he was circulating with the official 
report a table containing most of the informa- 
tion for which deputies asked. He had not 
yet appointed any dates, periods or amounts 
for the repayment of advances by the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board for the repayments of 
advances by the Board under Sections 14 and 
15 of the Electricity Supply Act, 1927; in 
anv event, repayment could not commence 
before July lst, 1933, and interest was being 
charged at the rate of 54 per cent. Interest 
pavments were not at present in arrear. 

He was not in a position to say to what 
extent interest payments by the Board were 
made for moneys advanced ont of the 
Central Fund. Apart from other considera- 
tions, it was possible that the Board, in 
anticipation of the advances, occasionally used 
its revenue to meet commitments in respect 
of capital expenditure. Any payments made 
in respect of interest from the Shannon Fund 
hefore transfer of the Shannon Works to the 
Board were, of course, made from sums 
advanced out of the Central Fund, as the 
Shannon Fund had no other source of income.

The report of the Unemplovment Fund of 
the Irish Free State for the two years ended 
Slst March, 1930, was laid on the table of the 
Dail vesterday. 

It shows that for the vear ended March, 
1929. receipts included :—Contributions from 
emplover and work people, £679,861; con- 
tribitions from the Department of Defence, 
£4.. contributions out of money provided 
by the Oireachtas, £242,036: contributions 
paid in error, £5.679; various amounts, £921 ;

ment, to promote the cultivation of land by 
unemployed or impoverished me and 
women in gardens and allotments, thus help- 
ing such persons to provide the best and most 
wholesome foodstuffs for their homes, occupa- 
tion for the body, and interest for the mind, 
and to prove that they are willing and able 
to do good service for the community, the 
Northern Minister of Home Affairs be 
requested to submit to the next session of 
Parliament a bill on the lines of the Local 
Government (Allotments and Land Cultiva- 
tion) (Ireland) Act, 1917, with the necessary 
modifications, including the provision that 
unémployment benefits shall not be affected 
by the cultivation of a garden or allotment, 
so long as the plot holder remains ready to 
accept, at once any offer of suitable employ- 
ment.

MARKETING FACILITIES 
FOR FREE STATE FISH.

State was held at 45 Kildare street. 
Dublin, vesterday. There was a large attend- 
ance of members, and the counties represent 
were Louta, Dublin, Wicklow, Wexford, Cork 
Kerry, Galway, Mayo and Donegal. Mr. A. 
O’Brolchain presided. 

In the course of their report the Committee 
stated that during the past vear they had 
received a large number of applications for 
the supply of boats and gear, and had given 
considerable time to the examination of the 
question of the most suitable types of boats 
and engines for the different classes of fish- 
ing. They were at present carrying out 
trials under working conditions of semi- 
Diesel engines, which showed promise of 
affording the most trustworthy and economic 
power for boats 33 feet in length and up 
wards. They had placed on order as many 
boats as the building yards in the country 
would be able to turn ont for some time to 
come. 

The report was adopted. 


DISTRIBUTION SCHEME. 


The Chairman, in stated that 
during the year the Committee had been en 
gaged in works of organisation and in laying 
sure foundations for the re-equipment and 
development of the imshore fisheries. 

The applications for membership at the 
date of the report numbered 1.140, and the 
enrolled members 650, which was a satisfac- 
tory and encouraging position at this stage. 
The great appeal which the Association 
would make to the fishing community as a 
whole would be in the provision of market- 
ing facilities which would enable the fisher- 
man to be assured of a constant market for 
the whole of his catch at a fair price. A 
scheme had been prepared under which the 
country was divided into thirteen areas for 
the distribution of fish.

FREE STATE IMPORTS. 


Although the consumption of fresh fish per 
head of the population in the Free State was 
only some four and a quarter lbs. as against 
32 Ibs. in Great Britain, they imported fresh 
tish to the value of upwards of £180,000 per 
vear in addition to cured and tinned fish to 
the value of upwards £160,000 per year. 
They were confident that the consumption ol 
fresh fish would be greatly increased if regu 
lar supplies in good condition were available. 
In many parts of the country fresh fish was 
not obtainable, and in quite large towns one 
could not find a single fish shop. They weve 
quite satisfied that the large import of fish 
could be replaced by landings at their own 
ports, and they thought it was contrary to 
the natural order that this country should be 
dependent for its supplies on outside sources 


MORE EMPLOYMENT. 


They were taking steps to organise the 
supply, by steam trawlers, of the present 
requirements of fish over and above what 
could be furnished by the inshore fishermen, 
and they would further take steps to see that 
fish was more readily fallin a throughout 
the country. the consumption being thereby 
increased. That step would not only restore 
the balance of trade, but would open up for 
the Saorstat fishermen new avenues of 
employment, and would give a large 
amount of employment ashore, at the ports. 
and in handling and transport. He hoped 
to see these arrangements in operation at the 
beginning of the new year. The committee 
was carrying on experiments in oyster pro- 
pagation, and had proposals in hand for the 
erection of mussel purifying plant.

The leaders of this enterprise are four 
Enylishmen—Sir Malcolm Campbell, Mr. K. 
Lee Guinness, Mr. W. D. Allen, ex-M.P. for 
West Belfast; Mr. John De Forest, and a rich 
voung American, Mr. Boy Scheftel. 

All are well known. Sir Malcolm Campbell 
and Mr. Lee Guinness are household words in 
the motoring world. Mr. John De Forest, the 
son of the wealthy Baron De Forest, and Mr. 
Boy Scheftel are embryo golf champions. 

Mr. W. D. Allen, a former member of Par- 
liament, is now a member of the New Party. 

All five men have put up an equal financial 
stake, and will share equally im any treasute 
that may be found. 

The expedition will start early in January 
and will comprise a yacht and an airplane. 

Cocos Island, which must not be confused 
with the Cocos-Keeling group m the Indign 
Ocean, where the Emden was destroved, is a 
palm-covered, picturesque, solitary islet, four 
to five hundred miles south-west of Panama. 

It is the treasure island of real life, and 
was a famous haunt and shelter of pirates. 

The magnet which has attracted so man 
expeditions in the past ts the treasure 
Don Pedro Benito. a pirate of the blood and 
thunder school, who was finally captured by 
the British man-of-war Magician and strug 
up at the vard-arm. 

In 1822, feeling that he had made things 
too hot for himself, Benito made with all his 
loot for Cocos Island. When he had buried 
his treasure he, like Flint in Stevensen’s 
“ Treasure Island,’’ slew those of his crew 
who knew his secret. 

Of the previous expedition to recover 
Benito’s treasure two were conducted by 
British warships. Some twenty-five vears 
Earl Fitzwilliam set out on a similar 
enterprise, He and several of his party 
were injured in a landslide. 

Since the war there have been at least two 
expeditions, including a Canadian —_— 
organised by Captain Polkinghouse, ormer! 
of Plymouth. All these attempts have failed. 

Sir Malcolm Campbell, who visited the 
island in 1925, believes firmly in the pes- 
sibility of recovering the treasure.

us Carrick-on-Shannon, down again to Shan- 
non Harbour, and home through the Grand 
Canal. In other words, we would accomplish 
the whole course of the Grand Canal between 
Limerick and Sharnon Harbour twice, and 
virtually the whole Shannon twice. As | 
have told, the gods were not good to us, and 
we only accomplished half our projected 
journey. 

Yet no holiday could have been finer. The 
high lights, of course, were the last four 
miles of the Grand Canal, Lough Derg, and 
the river between Victoria Lock and Portumna. 
They tell me that there are more beautiful 
hits between Athlone and Carrick-on- 
Shannon. li so, they must he very lovely. 

VULGAR ERRORS. 

But it is not my business to. rhapsodise. 
Suffice it to say that anybody who wishes to 
know the real Ireland cannot do better than 
buy or borrow a moior boat and try his luck 
on our route. He will pass the extremes of 
poverty and wealth, of desert and cultiva- 
tion, of the fair and, very occasionally, 
of the foul; and he will he 
of the recognised beauty which can 
be a blessing. If nothing untoward happens, 
the holiday will cost him little enough once 
he has paid his canal fees: and he will 
breathe the purest air in Jreland, so long as 
the exhaust of his engine behaves itsel. 

Let me here dispose of the commonest 
objection to this particular holiday—-that the 
Grand Canal is full of weeds, which wrap 
themselves around your propeller every half- 
mile or so. There are weeds, of course. but 
they are deep, and they are close to the 
banks, If you steer vour course along the 
middie of the canal, there is nothing to fear 
from weeds; and, even if an approaching 
barge compels you to pull into the bank, it 
is ninety to one that the weeds will not 
be able to reach your propeller. On a couple 
of occasions, through inadvevrtenee at the 
wheel, we found ourselves in what appeared 
to be a miniature Sargasso Sea, but the 
weeds were well below the surface, and we 
passed over unscathed, like the Israelites. 
When the Banba was beached at Killaloe 
there was not a trace of weed upon her 


shaft. 
BUGBEARS. 

The second objection is rather hetter 
founded. People familiar with the Grand 
Canal’s course through Dublin cannot foresee 
any pleasure in a trip where you must 
undergo the nuisance of passing through a 
lock every few hundred yards. Now it is 
true that the first day out from Ringsend 
becomes pretty tedious. The locks seem to 
come in bunches. There are half a dozen 
locks wi h'n a couple of hundred yards of 
one anot. ° then a run for, perhaps, half a

until you are thoroughly sick of the sight 
of a lock. 

On the other hand, about half the total 
number of locks are in the neighbourhood of 
After the first day they become 
fewer and fewer, so that you come across 
stretches where there is no lock for several 
miles. One great stretch between Rebertstown 
and Tullamore runs for twenty miles without 
a single lock; there are others of nine or ten 
miles, and any amount of five or six miles at 
a time. Now and then, in fact (remember 
that we made the outward journey from 
choice at an average speed of four knots), we 
found ourselves sighing for a lock to break the 
monotony. 

Talking about locks, I am reminded that 
we started upon our journey with the haziest 
idea of how a canal works. Where, for m- 
stance, did it get its water from? We had 
assumed that the Shannon filled the Grand 
Canal, which sank gradually until it reached 
sea level at the Liffey. The trouble was this 
hypothesis would put the Shannon where it 
met the canal, at a most prodigious height 
above sea level; and we felt dimly that there 
must be some other explanation. There is, 
and here | pass it on to others whose ignor- 
ance may be equal to ours. 

THE RIDDLE OF THE CANAL. 

At a place called Lowtown_ some distance 
heyond Robertstown, the Grand Canal reaches 
its highest level. A stream flows into it, 
and this stream 1s the cana]’s feeding-bottle. 
Since here is the very highest point, half of 
the water supplied flows downwards to Dub- 
lin, and the other half downwards towards 
the Sharnon. The water at Lowtown is so 
clean that, entering the lock, you can see the 
stones which compose it at the bottom, and 
if vou eo anything overboard you can see 
it lying fifteen feet or so below. Such 
cleanliness may seem strange to anyone who 
has looked into a lock at Dublin: but the 
hogs do not take long to darken the water on 
iis downward course. One is apt to dislike 
the water so darkened, but there is no need to 
he fastidious. We turned up our noses at it 
at first, until we found that it was much 
handier to draw a bucket from the canal 
than to walk for spring water with a couple 
of pitchers slung on our backs. Actually, for 
all its muddy appearance when seen in bulk, 
the canal water in the bhoglands is as clean 
and tasteless as anyone could want. 

LAST WORDS. 

A final tip. You will not want a dinghy 
on the Grand Canal. At most places you 
can approach the bank near enough to land 
by a mild jump. On the Shannon, however, 
IS ts just as well to have a dinghy if vou 
wish to land between the recognised stopping 
places. We were perfectly content to carry 
on all day, tying up for the night at the 
handiest town; bat there are unapproachable 
spots here and there where it would have 
been pleasant to disem@ark if we had only 
possessed a dinghy. 

But sad experience reminds me that a 
dinghy is very desirable on Lough Derg, 
where the storms are. Because of the same 
storms, see that your engine, if not decked 
in, at least is securely covered. And do not 
venture out on that lake unless the look of 
the weather promises perfect peace.

PTIMISM. as shown by the constant re- 
O newal of brightly-hued plants and 
flowers in order to combat the de 
pressing external mtiuences, is the dominant 
note of the Botanic Gardens at present. Al- 
though the summer ieaves and blossoms are 
fast disappearing, their places are filled almost 
at once, and inside the conservatories it may 
be said to be perpetual summer. The Lily 
House has undergone its annual transiorma- 
tion, and where the nympheae flourished the 
chrysanthemums now raise their great 
feathery heads. There is, indeed, a magnifi- 
cent array of these showy plants, and they 
are the best sight at present in the Gardens. 
A fine collection oí scarlet salvias is another 
welcome spectacle. In the Cactus House are 
a number of quaint and beautiful mesembry- 
anthemums, whose charming blooms stand out 
in refreshing contrast to the fleshy green 
leaves around them. Passing on to the Cool 
House we find little, save for several exquisite 
tibouchinas from Brazil crowned with rich 
purple flowe.s. The winter cleaning up is 
going on everywhere, and the gardeners are 
in the throes of repotting, pruning and clear- 
ing away on all sides. They totter around 
under the weight of mighty pots, and many 
serious discussions take place about the dis- 
posal of the shrubs and plants. The Stove 
House, always a safe place to visit, has some 
beautiful shrubs in flower. There are some 


dichrosandrae, with clastters of blooms that } 


resemble a grape hyacinth at a little distance, 
end an trora, with delicate red flowers. Out- 
side the Orchid House there is a fine bed of 
red calceolartas, and the softly-hued begonias 
inside the door hint at the exotic splendours 
further on. Pendant from the roof of 
this house are a number of columnea 
Jloriosa, draped with woolly racemes 
of dark green leaves, studded with 
oddly-shaped dull red flowers like hungry 
beak-shaped mouths. The cypripedia are 
out in great foree, and easily bear away 
th: honours for the largest number of plants 
in flower. There are, in addition, some lovely 
cattleyas and slender sprays of odontogtossa. 
THE PALM HOUSE. 

The Pulm House has undegone extensive 
t-eatment, and now freshened and cleaned up 
is a delightful place to roam about in. Far 
up towards the roof is a slender iron walk 
fir the convenience of the gardeners. Greatly 
daring, 1 begged permission to ascend it 
and view the jungle from above. The view 
was enchanting; with a very little stretch of 
the imagination it was possible to imagina 
that a real tropical forest lay below. Lofty 
palms were on every side, and down below a 
thick undergrowth of lesser palms and cycads, 
a huge datura spread its vast. loose leaves by 
my side. and the giant bamboos swayed be 
hind. The wall at the end was so draped 
with creepers as to be almost invisible, and 
the clear yellow flowers: of a solandra 
gleamed through the tangle. It was some 
time before | could tear myself away and 
return to the drab world without the glass. 

The Camelia House provided a striking 
contrast to the lush tropic greens of the Palm 
House, and many bright flowers cheered the 
eye. Several fine camelias are out, and must 
soon be covered with waxy blooms. A bank 
of delicate primulas, a fine show of nerines. 
and a collection of magnificent cyclamens are 
other noteworthy sights in this house. The 
bustling gardeners on every walk promise a 
wealth of colour during the coming winter 
and next spring. A feature is the number of 
pansies that are being planted on all sides 
They appear to be of every colour—and wil) 
delight many an eye when nature is at her 


saddest.

IRE broke out.at 9.30 last night aboard 

the motor luxury liner, Bermuda, of 
19,000 tons, at present lying in Messrs. 
Workman and Clark’s Yard, Belfast, 
undergoing repairs for damage caused at 
Hamilton, Bermuda. in June last, when 
the vessel was gutted by fire. 

When the’ Brigade arrived the ship was 
well alight, and it was evident that thev 
would have a most difficult job, as owing to 
her position in dock it would be virtually 
impossible to get a full force of water. 

rhe flames progressed rapidly, and two 
explosions took place within the interior 
of the vessel, which shook all buildings for 
a considerable distance around. 

The noise of the explosions was heard 
within a radius of from three to four miles. 
while the flames were visible for many 
miles around. : 

All Belfast Lough was lit up. 

Three of the firemen were overcome by 
the fumes and taken away in an 
ambulance. One of them, Fireman 
O'Gorman, was taken to hospital and the 
other two to brigade headquarters. The 
three returned later, having recovered 
from the effects of the fumes. 

The police drew a cordon around the 
dock to prevent sight-seers. 

The whole of the Belfast Brigade were 
engaged upon the task. By midnight the 
vessel was ablaze from stem to stern. 

At one o'clock the Bermuda was burning 
more fiercely than ever, and a series of 
explosions hampered the firemen. Nothing 
is known yet of the origin of the

A resolution introduced bv the Govern- 
ment protesting against the passing of 
the Statute of Westminster, which was 
ratified by the Commonwealth Parliament 
at the end of July, was agreed to by both 
Houses of the Tasmanian Parliament to- 
dav.

said that the chief objection to the 
Statute, which gives legal effect to the 
agreements respecting Dominion status 
reached at the Imperial Conferences of 
1926 and 1930. was that it broke the link 
which had so long existed between the 
separate States and the mother country. 

The States, he continued, were 
asked to leave their destinies at the whim 
of the Commonwealth, when the citizens 
were entitled to preserve such relations as 
they wished with Great Britain.

PRODUCERS' DEMAND 
FOR BETTER PRICE.

6é ILK-PRODUCERS want to have 
the position remedied by peace- 
ful means, and do not want trouble ; 
but if justice is denied them, they 
will have no hesitation in achieving 

it by other legitimate means.”’ 

This declaration was made by the Chair- 
man at a meeting of milk-producers from 
various parts of Leinster, held under the 
chairmanship of Mr. C. M. Byrne, Chair- 
man of the Wicklow County Council, in 
the C.Y.M.S. Hall, Aughrim street, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The object of the meeting was to show 
to the public the merit of the producers’ 
claim to a better price for their milk—at 
present 103d. per gallon in Dublin as 
compared with 2s. 4d. retail—and after 
strong protest against the price dis- 
crepancy as shown by these figures had 
heen expressed by several of the delegates, 
the meeting went into private session. 

In the course of his address from the 
chair, Mr. Byrne said that milk-producers 
were suffering a great injustice. They 
were paid only 103d. per gallon, while the 
retail price in Dublin was about 2s. 44d. 
It was '“an extraordinary position that it 
cost 1s. 54d. to bring the milk 30 or 40 
miles to Dublin. 

‘‘ The retailers say that they can get 
milk cheaper from the creameries, but.” 
said Mr. Byrne, ‘ producers say that 
there is no comparison between the 
creamery milk and the milk the producers 
supply. The people of Dublin are en- 
titled to the best milk, and if they are 
getting creamery milk, they are not 
setting the milk for which they are pay- 
ing, 

The Trish butter trade, the Chairman 
went on, was unable to get the same price 
as other countries, because Irishmen were 
unable to supply butter during winter. 
It was extraordinary that creameries 
losing this trade could compete with the 


farmers who produced milk. (Cries of 
‘Shame.’’) 

Farmers would not tolerate that, and if 
there was necessity to take drastic 
he hoped not—he hoped that they 
would have the support of farmers, and 
not allow creameries to carry on like 
that.

HIGH COST OF PRODUCTION. 


Mr. J. P. O'Donnell, M.C.C.. Wicklow 
Farmers’ Association, said that in County 
Wicklow the price of milk to the producer 
had been steadily reduced in the last few 
years. In 1926 it was 1s. 4d.; in 1927 
ls. ld. ; m 1928, '20 and ’30 1s., and in 
1951 10}d. The retailer states that he 
could get it from the creameries at a 
much lower price. Creamery milk, how- 
ever, was always mixed and, owing to the 
long distances of transit, of : 
quality. 

The retailer got his milk delivered in 
Dublin at present for lljd.; he charged 
the producer a penny off this for delivery. 
The retailer gave as his reason for that 
excessive margin the cost of pasteurising, 
bottling and delivery. That, however, did 
not account for the tremendous 
crepancy to consumer, 

Mr. E, O'Sullivan, Secretary, County 
Wicklow Agricultural Society, who acted 
as Secretary to the meeting, said that 
when they took into account the cost of 
feeding and labour, the sale of milk at 
10d. per gallon was not a paying business. 


The Rey. J. W. Johnston (Newcastle, 
Co. Wicklow) said that they intended to 
deal with the matter in an honest way, 
aml were not demanding anything un 
reasonable. The production of milk was 
costly. Dairy cows on the Dublin market 
to-day cost as much as at the peak periods 
during the War. Taking £15 as an esti- 
mate for the feeding of a cow during the 
winter months, and the of labour. 
depreciation, ete., it was shown that 
winter dairying did not pay. Surely they 
had a claim to a better price on that 
account ? 

Mr. Grimes (Dublin) said that. unless 
there was co-operation from all counties, 
their objective was impossible. 

Mr. Byrne (Secretary, Meath and 
Louth Milk-producers’ Association) said 
that in Louth and Meath producers were 
per gallon. 

Mr. A. Prior (Killeshandra), writing on 
behalf of County Acricultural 
League, said that milk-producers would 
have the support of organised Co. Cavan 
farmers in their fight for justice.

MM ®: MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, 
who, on the strength of his patient vigils 
on the Government Front Bench during 
the debates on his recent Road Traffic

In his introductory speech on Wednes- 
day night. the Minister had given us a 
glimpse of this bill as a stately edifice, 
with every brick carefully laid, providing 
accommodation for all. Deputies on the 
opposite benches were then divided in 
their views; for, while Mr. O'Kelly 
seemed prepared to accept the new build- 
ing more or less at its architect’s valua- 
tion, especially as it appeared to stand 
on a good, solid Fianna Fail foundation, 
we had Mr. Lemass denouncing it as a 
ramshackle, jerry-built structure, and 
threatening to apply for a demolition 
order forthwith. 


NICE, BUT INADEQUATE. 


Yet another view was expressed by Mr. 
Corish. from the Labour benches, and 
this was the view that, with a surprising 
unanimity, was taken by deputies yester- 
day. They agreed that this was a nice 
house—this house that Mr. Mulcahy 
built—and nobody was going to attempt to 
knock it down, but unfortunately it was 
not nearly big enough to solve the Free 
State’s housing problem and_ provide 
everybody with a decent home.  City- 
dwellers would doubtless find accommoda- 
tion. but what of their homeless country 
cousins ?/ 

So. while the Minister sat stolidly 
and imperturbably at his lonely post. 
difident deputies from the Government 
benches, peremptory deputies from the 
Labour benches, and denunciatory deputies 
from the Fianna Fail benches rose in 
succession to urge that an extra wing 
should be added to the building for those 
neglected tenants.

Lemass that this would force a number of 
omnibuses off the road. Mr. Blythe's reply 
to this was a hint to ’bus-owners to over- 
haul those services which are now un- 
economic.

RURAL HOUSING CONDITIONS. 


Dr. WARD (F.F., Monaghan) said that in 
so far as the bill aimed at dealing with 
slum conditions and insanitary areas in the 
cities and towns it deserved sympathetic 
consideration. The real problem, to his 
mind—the problem of rural housing—was of 
a magnitude greater even than that of the 
slums, and was more urgently in need of 
solution. The housing conditions of many of 
the smaller farmers were the most wretched 
conditions under which human beings could 
be asked to live. 

The Minister had given no indication of 
how he proposed to deal with the housing 
conditions of the small farmers and un- 
economic holders in the State. There was a 
housing problem in every county akin to 
the Gaeltacht problem. If the bogey of 
Communism, of which they heard so much, 
ever became a reality in this country, more 
especially in rural Ireland, it would be 
because of the inhuman conditions in which 
they asked the people to live, and made no 
effort to remedy. 


PHILANTHROPIC BODIES. 

Mr. HUGH LAW (Government, Donegal) 
said that since 1914 there had been for all 
practical purposes a complete cessation of 
building under the Labourers Acts. He 
asked the Minister was it intended to stimu- 
Jate local authorities to enter upon active 
work in building labourers’ cottages where it 
was necessary, and if the funds provided 
would be adequate for the purpose. This was 
the first serious attempt that had been made 
in a direct way to solve the problem, and 
for that reason the bill deserved support. 

In the matter of nursing for the people 
by voluntary and philanthropic bodies, the 

inister had stressed with great force the 

desirability of enlisting the services of indi- 
vidual philanthropic, charitable and kindly 
eople. He did not +nuw whether the 
linister would agree that these remarks 
would also apply to housing. Would it be 
the policy of the Government, as he hoped 
it would, to seek the help of such bodies of 
eople in connection with housing? Such 
bás could be of great use in what, he con- 
sidered was a necessary part of their work of 
dealing with the slum problem, especially in 
Dublin. He referred especially to the re- 
conditioning of old houses. 

He spoke of the work done by such bodies 
in this country as the Alexandra Guild Tene- 
ment Company, and said much could be done 
to help towards a solution by such associa- 
tions, not only in the intial work of re- 
conditioning aud remodelling individual houses, 
but aiso in taking a human interest in their 
inhabitants. 

Major WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) said that he 
thought that the bill was an honest attempt 
to deal with a long-standing problem. Going 
round the slum area in Dublin and elsewhere 
he believed that more could be done by re- 
constructing those old houses and adding two 
or three storeys to them. This would give 
more accommodation than new houses. There 
were various buildings throughout the country 
that could be converted into suitable dwellings 
With some alteration. 


SWEEPSTAKE SUGGESTION. 


Mr. EVERETT (Labour, Wicklow) said that 
the bill had failed to deal with the housing 
problem in the rural areas. He suggested 
that they should run a sweepstake to provide 
money for such work. 

Mr. F. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that if 
Deputy Good went into the matter of wages 
paid to workmen and profit for employers he 
would find that it had less influence on the 

urchase oí houses than an increase in the 
conte rate. 

Deputy GOOD said that of every £ spent on 
houses 15s. 64. went in wages. 

Mr. AIKEN said that what the people 
wanted were long-term loans with repayment 
at low rates of interest. Irish people’s money 
invested in English banks was being garnbied 
away on the Stock Exchange, and was not 
being profitably employed in this country. 


WORRYING A MINISTER. 


Mr. SHEEHY (Govt., Cork West) said 
that the only thmg with which Deputy 
O'Kelly was concerned was the general 
election, not with anxiety for improving the 
slums of Dublin. It was deplorable that 
that when a Minister introduced a bill for 
the betterment of the people he was put on 
the pillory and charged with neglect. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that any 
solution which the Minister had, no matter 
how costly, would have the support of the 
House. Fianna Fail were supporting the 
bill because it was better than nothing. 

Mr. REYNOLDS (Govt.,’ Leitrim-Sligo) 
asked the Minister if he would give facilities 
by way of grants for the improvement of 
existing bad houses owned by small farmers. 


A HOUSING POLICY. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Siigo) expressed 
disappointment with the speech of President 
Cosgrave on the previous evening. The 
Tresident, he said, was an authority on 
housing, particularly in Dublin. There was 
no settled policy with regard to housing. He 
said there ought to be some attempt to 
solve this housing problem over a period of 
years, so that those in the building industry 
would know what was before them and make 
plans accordingly. This would also help to 
ease the unemployment problem, and result 
not only in producing more houses, but 
would enable them to be built at a much 
cheaper cost that at present. 

_He was surprised that in regard to derelict 
sites the bill proposed to pay compensation. 
His view was that not only should the 
owners not be compensated, but they should 
be punished, because these sites were a 
‘menace to the public health and to. morality 
wherever they existed. He regretted that 
the Minister when taking steps under this 
bill to deal with the slum _ problem 
m the city had at the same time 
proposed to curtail the facilities with regard 
to housing in the rural districts. He 
‘strongly appealed to the Minister to retain 
the facilities that existed up to April last, 
which enabled residents in hais districts to 
obtain a direct subsidy. 

Mr. DOYLE (Lap., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
urged the use of Irish materials in the 
building of cottages in order to keep the 
money at home and provide employment in 
granite and slate quarries. There was 
nothing in the bill to encourage the private 
builder, but he would support it because it 
was an attempt to solve the problem.

In dealing with insanitary areas in Dub- 
hn, Cork and Galway, it would be necessary, 
said the Minister, to erect apartment houses, 
and their experience in recent years has 
been that apartment houses cost more than 
single houses standing on their own site. 
They considered that the limit to which any 
local authority could go in building apart- 
ment houses was £450 each. Of this, thirty- 
six per cent. would be borne by the local 
authority, thirty-six per cent. to be borne 
by the State, and twenty-eight per cent. by 
the occupier. 

They intended to stand over the develop- 
ment of the attack on the housing problem 
in urban and rural areas in the same close 
way, and with no less attention than had 
been done in Dublin. 


LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

In the case of labourers’ cottages, he 
realised that in many parts of the country 
they could not be built under existing condi- 
tions by local authorities who were anxious 
to build. Hitherto they were given a grant 
of £50 by the authorities and to find their 
own capital. It was now proposed to open 
the Local Loans Fund te rural bodies in the 
same way as to urban bodies, and in this way 
it would be the same value to them as if 
they were given grants of £50. 

In reply to Mr. CORISH (Labour, 
Wexford), the MINISTER said he eould not 
state what these terms were. It would de- 
pend on the terms upon which the Govern- 
ment could borrow. If they could borrow 
cheap the local authorities would get the 
money cheap. 

Urban deputies had suggested, the Minister 
continued, that there should be a uational 
charge for housing, and he referred to the 
case of Ennis, where, on the appointment of a 
Commissioner, rates had been reduced from 
16s. to Qs. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that 
the hich rate in Ennis was not due to bad 
administration, but to the increase of valua- 
tion and the dismissal of workmen. 

The MINISTER said that £3,000 a year 
was saved to the ratepayers, and it was not 
too much to expect that in the matter of 
housing they should make a contribution. 

If tnere were more co-operation between 
the local authorities and headquarters in 
Dublin on the question of cost, it would go 
far towards solving housing problems, and 
he appealei to local authorities and their 
officiais to address themselves to this very 
important aspect of the housing situation. He 
suggested that no better Housing Board could 
be got for Dublin than the Dublin Corpera- 
tion, and this was because there was cluse 
co-operation with the Central Authority. 


A NATIONAL MIND. 

Continuing, Mr. MULCAHY said that it 
was hard to suggest that any Housing Board 
could do more national work than local 
authorities. The policy of the bill, if it 
created discontent, would be the discontent 
of putting the problem up to local authori- 
ties and local officials. There should he a 
national mind on this matter. If recon- 
struction was necessary in rural areas he 
would suggest that the Land Improvement 
Act or the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion was sufficient to meet it. So 
far as the use of Irish materials 
was concerned, the pros and cons had been 
considered, and there was a limit in increased 
cost beyond which they were not prepared 
to go, because it would keep people out of 
houses. 

The second reading was agreed to without 
a division, and the Committee stage was 
xed for Thursday next. 

Meanwhile the Minister agreed to circulate 
an explanatory note dealing with the financial 
clauses of the bill. 


EXPIRING LAWS. 

The Committee stage of the Expiring Laws 
Bill, 1931, moved by Mr. Mulcahy, Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health, was 
passed without a division.

THE TAX ON PETROL. 

On the second stage of the Finance 
(Customs Duties) No. 4 Bill, 1931, 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that the effect of the increased tax on petrol 
would be that many omnibuses would be put 
off the road. From 1928 until immediately 
before the introduction of the additional im- 
post the tax upon omnibuses had been in- 
creased by 500 per cent. This new impost 
was an increase of £150 per ‘bus per year. 
If the tax were put into operation, he believed 
that in the long run, through the decrease 
lin the number of "buses, the Exchequer 
would lose a huge sum of money every year. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that he had already informed representatives 
of ‘bus owners that he was ready to meet 
them and examine any figures that they 
might have. At the same time he did not 
Say that there was cause for a reduction in 
the seating tax, because he believed that 
buses should be made to pay something 
towards the repair and upkeep of roads. The 
seating tax was, he believed, a fair assessment 
for the amount of value that they got out 
of the roads. If they reduced it, private 
individuals or other business firms would be 
taxed unfairly. 

Petrol was cheap, but if it were dear, then, 
perhaps, he would consider a revision of the 
tax. If the petrol combines dictated an in- 
crease per gallon there would not be so many 
| declarations of protests, but motorists and 
others would quietly adjust themselves to the 
new situation. If motor ‘pus services were 
| not paying, then they should look to un- 

economic services, of which there were many. 

The second reading was passed by 74 votes 
to 41, and the committee stage was fixed for 
Wednesday next. 


MINES AND MINERALS.

Ae” AGREEMENT has finally been 

reached between France and Ger- 
many on the text of a letter which 
Germany is to address to the Bank for 
International Settlements at Basel, re- 
uesting the convocation of the Young 
lan Consultative Committee on Ger- 
many’s capacity to pay. 

This followed a conversation between 
M. Laval and the German Ambassador 
early this afternoon. 

According to the Temps, the letter 
contains the following phrase: “ The 
German Government has come in good 
faith to the conclusion that Germany’s 
exchange position and her economic situa- 
tion might be seriously menaced by the 
partial or total transfer of the deferrable 
portion of the Young Plan annuity.’’ 


SHORT-TERM CREDITS. 


A memorandum explaining the reason 
and purpose of this request will be 
handed simultaneously to-morrow to the 
Bank and to Germany’s creditor countries, 
adds a message from Berlin. 

It is further stated that, in view of the 
expiration of the maintenance agreemwt 
on February 29, a proposal will be made 
to the committees of foreign creditors by 
the Committee of German. Debtors for 
speedy negotiations for the purpose of 
reaching a new agreement. 

Great gratification is felt in Wash- 
ington, says a eablegram from the U.S. 
capital, at the news of the agreement. It 
is believed that if reparations are success- 
fully revised Congress would be more 
likely to agree to proposals for the reduc- 
tion of war debts. 

Meanwhile the United States Govern- 
ment is taking care to avoid the appear- 
ance of involving itself in what is re- 
garded as a “ purely European question.”’ 
Nevertheless, the negotiations will be 
watched anxiously there, since Ameri- 
cans hold about 600,000,000 dollars 
(£12,000,000 at par) of short-term credits 
in Germany, due for repayment next 
February.

ESTERDAY’S discussions at the meet- 
ing at St. James’s Palace of the 
Federal Structure Committee of the 
Round Table (Conference were on the sub- 
} ject of commercial discriminations, one 
of the four “' safeguarded’’ subjects. 

Sir Phiroze Sethna said that Indians 
had no desire whatever to injure the 
legitimate interest of the European com- 
mercial community. Provided that there 
was a satisfactory political settlement, 
Indians would welcome European capital 
and skill in the development of India’s 


resources. 


PRIVILEGED CLASSES. 


Mr. Gandhi, in a lengthy speech, said 
that for years India would be engaged in 
passing legislation in order to raise the 
| down-trodden from the mire. “ And if 
the Jandlords, Zamindars, monied men, 
and those who are to-day enjoying 
privileges—I do not care whether they are 
Europeans or Indians—if they find that 
they are discriminated against I shail 
sympathise with them, but I will not be 
able to help them.’’ 

The down-trodden would have to he 
given grants freely, said Mr. Gandhi, and 
those grants would come from monied 
classes, including the Europeans. There 
was no question of repudiation, but of 
taking over under examination under 
audit. 


NEW DELHI. 


Mr. Gandhi went on to refer to New 
Delhi, the recently completed centre vf 
Indian Government. 

‘‘Crores have been spent upon it,” he 
said. ‘‘ Suppose that the future Govern. 
ment comes to the conchusion that this 
“white elephant,’ seeing that we have got 
it, ought to be turned to seme use. (Laugh- 
ter.) Imagine that in old Delhi there is 
a plague of cholera going on, and we want 
hospitals for the poor people. What are 
‘we to do? Do you suppose the National 
Government will be able to build hos- 
pitals, and so on? 

“ Nothing of the kind. We will take 
charge of those buildings, and put these 
plague-strieken people in them, and ase 
them as hospitals, because I contend that 
those buildings are in conflict with the 
best interests of the nation. 


WITHOUT COMPENSATION. 


“Tí the National Government comes to 
the conelusion that that place is unneces- 
sary, no matter what interests are 
concerned, they will be dispossessed, and 
they will be dispossessed, I may tell you, 
without any compensation—(laughter)— 
because, if you want this Government to 
pay compensation, it will have to rob Peter 
to pay Paul, and that would be im- 
possible.’’ 

At the end of his speech, Mr. Gandhi 
was asked by Sir Te} Sapru: “ Under your 
National Government no title in India is 
safe? ’’ 

Mr. Gandhi—Congress will deeide those 
things, and, if there is any undue fear, I 
think it is possible to satisfy every legiti- 
mate doubt. Where complaints are made 
that there are legitimate rights acquired, 
it should be open to the Court of Law to 
examine these rights. 

“I am not going to say to-day, in taking 
over the Government, that I shall examine 
no rights whatsoever, no titles that have 
been acquired.’’ 


BRITISH MERCHANTS. 

Mr. Gandhi made the general point that 
the rights of the British commercial com- 
munity should stand on the same footing 
as those of Indian-born subjects, but there 
should be no racial discrimination against 
sritish merchants and European houses. 

The Committee adjourned until Tuesday 
next. 

Earlier in the discussion Lord Reading 
said that if there were to be discriminatory 
administration or legislation, in the sense 
that legislation would penalise a powerful 


i British concern in order to enable a 


smaller Indian concern to flourish, he 
would oppose that root and branch. It 
would be unfair to the British who had 
rights in India now, and who ought to 


foreign affairs in the Chamber, and was 
evoked by a Socialist, who charged M. 
Laval with having adopted as his motto, 
“ Say nothing and do nothing” He 
blamed M. Laval for not bringing up the 
question of disarmament at the Chequers 
Conference. 

M. Laval retorted: ‘‘ There was no ques- 
tion of disarmament. My remarks referred 
to a revision of the Young Plan. I would 
not hear of it then, and L will not hear of 
it now.”

BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE adjourned autumn session of the 
& Parliament of Northern Ireland will be 
resumed on Tuesday next, when there 
will be sittings of both the Senate and the 
House of Conunons. 

The business in the Senate will include the 
first reading of the following bills :—Insur- 
ance Companies Underwriters Bill, Agricul- 
tural Research Stations Bill, a Disease of 
Animals Bail. 


THE COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons a Valuation 
Bill will be introduced. ‘This measure will 
set up the machinery for a general re-valua- 
tion in Northern Ireland, and im its progress 
through the House will meet with a consider- 
able amount of opposition. 

A Government Loans Bill will also be 
intreduced, and the Expiring Laws (Continua- 
tion) Bill will be given a second reading. 

A measure will be introduced to implement 
the promise of the Prime Minister to grant 
free sites for new industries, and giving local 
authorities power to forego rates upon new 
factories. 

The House is expected to sit until near 
Christmas, and in addition to the business 
mentioned there will be Supplementary Esti~ 
mates and an Appropriation Bill. 


A BALANCED BUDGET. 

It will not be necessary to introduce a. 
Supplementary Budget in hais Ireland, 
as the Budget was balanced early in the year 
by means of economies in the payments of 
members of the Cabinet and the Houses of 
Parliament, and in the salaries of the teachers. 
and pelice, and also by a raid upon the Road 
Fund. The extra reserved taxation, includ- 
ing income tax, imposed by Mr. Snowden’s 
last Budget, is expected to produce in 
Northern Ireland a larger surplus and Im- 
perial contribution than was anticipated early 
in the year. 

Any anti-dumping regulations or fiscal 
changes introduced in the British Parliament 
will automatically apply to Northern Ireland, 
unless Northern Ireland is expressly excluded. 

Revenue from such regulations or fiscal 
changes will also increase the amount of 
Northern Ireland's surplus revenue and Im- 
perial contribution.

OBITUARY. 
——— 


MAJOR-GENERAL R. A. 
MONTGOMERY. 


The death of Major-General Robert A. 
Montgomery, C.V.0., C.B., took place yester- 
day afternoon at his residence in Greyabbey. 
Co. Down. He was born in 1848, and served 
with the Roval Artillery, of which he was 
Colonel-Commandant. After the South African 
War he was for a time at the War Office. 

He held several responsible offices at the 
headquarters of the Roval Artillery, including 
Deputy-Director-Ceneral. He was Commander 
of the Coast Defences, Southern District, in 
1905, and was Vice-President of the 
Ordnance Board from 1908 to 1910. 

He succeeded to the Greyabbey estate on 
the ‘death of his elder brother, Major-General 
W. E. Montgomery. about four years ago, 
and went to reside in the village in 1927. 

He was married, and his wife predeceased 
him two years ago. There was no family 
of the marriage. 

A vounger brother, Mr. Francis Mont- 
gomery, succeeds to the Greyabbey estate. 


MR. MICHAEL M°GANN. 

The death took place yesterday in the Hos- 
pice for.the Dying, Harold’s Cross, Dublin, 
at the age of £2, of Mr. Michael McGann, a 
former Governor in the Irish Pmsons’ Ser- 
vice. Since his retirement in 1915, Mr. 
McGann resided on Jona road, Glasnevin. 
until early in October, 1929, when he entered 
the hospice, where he remained until. bis 
death. Mr. MeGann entered the Prisons’ 
Service in Dublin in 1875, and soon proved 
himself worthy of promotion. He was Gover- 
nor in turn of the County Prisons of Castle- 
bar Armagh, Kilmainham, Cork, Belfast and 
of the Maryborough Convict Prison. Mr. 
McGann enjoved the confidence of the Prisons 
Board. and he was one of the most popular 
and successiul governors. When in October, 
1912. a vacancy occurred in the Governorship 
of Belfast Prison Mr. McGann had the unpre- 
cedented compliment paid to him by Lord 
Aberdeen, the then Viceroy of Ireland, of a 
letter in His Excellency’s own handwriting 
offering him the vacant post, and expressing 
the hope “ that it would be congenial to him 
to accept it.’ Having retired after forty 
vears’ serviee, he was appointed a magistrate 
for the City of Dublin by Lord Wimborne, 
the Lord Lieutenant, in 1916. When the Irish 
Free State was established, Mr. Kevin 
O Higgins, then Minister for Justice, ap- 
pointed him a Peace Commissioner. Im 1917 
the Municipal Council of Dublin appointed 
him a Visiting Justice to Mountjoy Prison, 
and that appointment was continued and con- 
firmed by Mr. O'Higgins. In April, 1919, 
Lord French, then Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, appointed Mr. McGann to be a mem- 
ber of the Viceregal Commission to inquire 
into the circumstances under which Sinn Fein 
prisoners had then recently escaped from pri- 
sons in Dublin and Cork. After inquiries 
the Commission reported, and exonerated the 
prison officials from any complicity in the 
escapes or disloyalty to their duty. Mr. 
McGann, who was also a member of the 
Dublin Chamber cf Commerce, was much re- 
spected by all who knew him.

Navan Protest 
Meeting.

i NAVAN, Thursday. 
T a public meeting of the users of 
electricity, which was held in Navan 

i Courthouse, Mr. Elliott (Chairman, 
Navan Urban District Council), who pre- 
sided, said that in 1923-24 the Urban Council 
obtained a loan of £15,000 on the security 
of rates and established a local hydro-electric 
station. Had the undertaking been a failure 
the ratepayers would have to foot the bill. 
A further thousand pounds had been ex- 
pended on extensions. From the start 
principal and interest had been paid regularly. 
On principal £7,033 had been paid, plus 
£5, interest, and about £400 income tax. 
When the Shannon Power Act came into 
force the Council was precluded from 
adding to the plant or reducing the price of 
the current, which remained at 10d. per 
unit for light. When the Electricity Supply 
Board took over their plant the Council had 
all payments for principal and interest met to 
date, and, in addition. there was a credit 
balance in the bank and money outstanding 
to the sum of £1,500. Had there been no 
Shannon scheme the Council would have been 
able to reduce the price to the consumers. 
If they had been left to themselves the price 
would not exceed 6d. per unit for light, 
with a corresnonding reduction for nower. 

SUCCESSFUL UNDERTAKING. 

Mr. M. O'Donnell said that they had the 
finest station that could be found in Treland, 
and this successful enterprise, the property 
of the ratepavers of Navan, was now taken 
over by the Electricity Supply Board. He 
presumed that it was to be scrapped and no 
compensation given to the ratepayers. The 
Electricity Supply Board had now de- 
cided to increase electricity charges. 
Protests were raised all over the 
country, but he was afraid it was ; 
case of a voice crying in the wilderness. 
The property of the people was being confis- 
cated, and all that was the work of Mr. 
McGilligan and the Executive Council. Quite 
recently Mr. McGilligan applied for a further 
two million pounds to keep the scheme alive, 
and the amount was granted. Was it any 
wonder the Board was lavish in expending 
public money’ 

THE SHOW ROOMS. 

_Thev had wonderful show-rooms in Dublin. 
liberally staffed and liberally fitted up. This 
was a time for plain speaking, and people 
must make their voices heard in protest 
against the excessive expenditure. The State 
and its undertakings must be carried on 
economically, and if the Government do not 
cut expenditure by two millions at least the 
plain people would send them about their 
business before another twelve months. 

A committee was formed to enter into nego- 
fiations with the Electricity Supply Board, 
to try and get terms equal to what the local 
Station could have supplied.

That the increase of charges notified by 
the Electricity Supply Board is a distinct 
breach of faith with the trading community 
and general public, who were induced on the 
representations of the Board to instal elec- 
tricity in place of gas, was the unanimous 
opinion of Sligo Chamber of Commerce. 

The Chamber appointed Mr. D. M. Hanley 
on the deputation arranzed by the Associated 
Chambers to obtain information from the 
Soard. 

Mr. Hanley said that the scheme was run 
as a (;overnment department instead of being 
placed on a business basis. 

Mr. H. C. Lyons said that at present the 
scheme was an absolute monopoly, and con- 
sumers had no protection against whatever 
rates the Board decided to charge. Expensive 
showrooms, lavishly fitted and __ liberally 
staffed, were opened in the towns and cities, 
and the fact that these were competing with 
local traders seemed unjust.

i CARLOW, Thursday. 

PEAKING last night at the annual dis- 
S tribution of prizes to students of the 

Carlow Vocational Education School, and 
prizes won by National School children in the 
county under the National Thrift Essay com- 
petitions, the Most Rev. Dr. Cullen, Bishop 
of Kildare and Leighlin, dealing with the 
report of Mr. B. O'Neill, chief executive 
ofticer, said that they looked forward to the 
report with special interest, because it was 
the first report under the Vocational Educa- 
tional system. and they would agree with him 
that they must congratulate everyone con- 
nected with the Carlow schools on the success 
ihat had veen achieved. 

Continuing, Dr. Cullen said :—“ I am sorry 
to say that some of the people of the town of 
Carlow take very little interest in the work 
of these schools. Some of the employers take 
very little interest in them, and make very 
little effort to see that their assistants attend 
the classes. That is a great mistake, both 
for the employer and the assistant. It is a 
mistake for the employer, because his busi- 
ness would gain by the efficient service of his 
assistant, and it is a mistake for the 
assistant because efficient service always 
secures higher remuneration. 

ADVICE TO PARENTS. 

“ Parents should take an interest in these 
schools. and tiey should insist on their 
children attending the classes. Boys and girls 
who neglect to take advantage of these 
classes are putting a very heavy handicap on 


themselves throughout life. 
“There are just a couple of phases of the 


vocational education system to which I 
would iike to draw _ attention. That 
which relates to domestic training and that 
which relates to agriculture. We all know that 
the domestic economy classes here have reached 
a very high standard under the very able 
and eificient instructress of domestic economy, 
Miss Mullally. These classes have been well 
attended, but there is quite a number of girls 
in Carlow who could have attended, and who 
have not. There seems to he an idea prevalent 
among girls that domestic service is some- 
thing beneath them, something to be avoided. 
That ig a great mistake. Whatever way you 
look at it—whether you look at it from the 
comfort of your own home, or from the point 
of view of remuneration when employed in a 
situation—I never yet came across anyone 
who did not appreciate a meal nicely cooked 
and neatly served, and I think it might be 
said with equal truth. as a meal served that 
way 1s appreciated, so also is the person who 
serves it up. 


AGRICULTURE. 


“With regard to agriculture we all know 
that agriculture is the principal industry in 
this country, and that it is likely to remain 
so for a long time to come, and I think under 
this vocational system every effort should be 
made to cater for the education, the agri- 
cultural education of the farmers throughout 
the pins a 

In conclusion, the Bishop, dealing with 
thrift, said: ‘‘ The nation wants thrift, and 
so does the individual, and, if a nation is not 
thrifty, it cannot be prosperous, so neither 
can the individual.” 


Site Problem 
Unsolved, 


Haulbowline Oil 
Tank Installation.

T Cork Harbour Board meeting the 
A general manager reported on a visit 
of the Commissioners to the oil tank 
installation at Haulbowline. In the course 
of the visit, the report stated, Mr. J. H. 
Varley, the installation manager, had out- 
lined to them the development of Haulbow- 
line in recent months, and said that the 
provision of further storage was under con- 
struction, as the demand for space already 
had exceeded expectations. The Haulbowline 
installation was ideally situated for the dis- 
tribution of oil to other ports, but the com- 
pany found themselves restricted as regards 
distribution in the Free State, because of 

their isolated position on Haulbowline. 


THE SCHEME. 

They had been anxious, therefore, to pro- 
vide a storage installation on the mainland, 
preferably within the railway company's 
boundaries, consisting of six tanks, each hold- 
ing about thirty tons, which would be fed by 
a pipe line from the island. This would enable 
them to distribute the oil throughout Ireland 
by means of the railway and road tank 
wagons. The landlord had, however, refused 
their application for a site on the ground 
that it would affect the amenities of the 
district, and the railway company had in- 
formed them that they were prohibited by 
the Railways Act of 1884 from using the 
land for any but railway purposes. 

Mr. Varley stated that, as his company 
could not develop their property without the 
mainland installation, they sought the co- 
operation of the Harbour Board in the matter. 
it was suggested on behalf of the latter that 
possibly the landlord’s objection might be got 
over if the tanks were built underground ; 
but, if not, that the interested parties should 
jointly approach the Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, with a view to 
getting the restrictive clause modified. 

The report was referred to the Law and 
Finance Committee for consideration. 

OF FIRST IMPORTANCE. 

In an interview Mr. Richard Wallace, 
Chairman of the Cork Harbour Board, said 
that the projected developments at Haulbow- 
line were of the first importance, and that 
every effort was being made to give them 
effect. ‘The company, he said, were thinking 
of increasing their storage accommodation on 
the island by 25,000 tons, their presen! 
storage capacity being 15,000 tons. [his 
accommodation would be let out to any vi! 
company that wished to make use of it, and 
there were already indications that several 
firms were very anxious to take space. Their 
willingness to do so, however, | depended 
greatly on whether the storage installation 
could be set up on the mainland. If this 
could be done, the cost of distribution, and 
consequently the price of petrol, would be 
greatly reduced in the Free State. 
~ Mr. Wallace added that, in view of the 
facilities offered at Haulbowline, there was a 
distinct possibility that in future the cross- 
Channel boats from Cork would re-fuel there, 
instead of doing so in England, as at present.

at Work. 


Gold Seams in 
Free State.

M townforbes, Co. Longford, a water- 

diviner of wide experience, who also 

claims to be able tu locate by means of the 

hazel rod the existence of minerals and their 

position and depth in the ground, asserts that 

there are rich seams of gold in several dis- 

tricts in Ireland, including Counties Longford, 

Roscommon and Wicklow, Longford, he says, 
is rich in minerals. 

Mr. Bennett has been carrying out experi- 
ments over a number of years, and has de- 
veloped the “art” of ‘‘divining”’ to a re- 
markable degree. Not only is he able to dis- 
cover sources of water supply, but also he is 
able to locate minerals and distinguish one 
kind from another, the rod acting in his hand 
in a certain way peculiar to the properties of 
each kind. He is, however, fe to explain 
the cause of the action of the rod, or why it 
acts in the hands of one person when over a 
water spring or mineral deposit and will not 
act with another person in a similar position. 
He thinks that eleciricity may have something 
to do with it. The rod twitches in his hand 
at the moment of divining despite any efforts 
he may make to resist it. He experiences a 
sensation, he states, as of a slight electric 
shock. Afterwards there is a reaction, and 
he feels more or less exhausted, a feeling 
which is more pronounced in the case of 
‘“‘ divining ”’ coal. 

He has been through the Arigna (Co. 
Leitrim) and the Wicklow mineral districts in 
the course of his investigations and experi- 
ments. The Earl of Granard has displayed 
much interest in some of his experiments.

ERMOY’S new Technical School was 
% opened by the Most Rev. Dr. Browne, 
Bishop of Cloyne, in the presence of 
members of the Cork Vocational Education 
Committee and a large gathering of the towns- 
people. a 
At the luncheon, the Verv Rev. Dr. Wig- 
more, Adm., Fermoy, said that in this coun- 
try they were particularly fortunate in that 
Church and State worked in perfect harmony 
in matters of education. Now an additional 
link had been added to the chain, as the 
school in Fermoy was the first to be opened in 
the Free State since the Vocational Educa- 
tion Act came into force. They had to con- 
gratulate the Government on being so pro- 
gressive as to introduce this measure, which 
would fill a long-felt want in the educationa) 
system of the country. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Browne, speaking at the 
opening ceremony, said that a technical school 
was not a mere name. It was not a place 
in which idlers or loungers would find enjov- 
ment. It was a place in which young fellows 
would be required to work with determina- 
tion if they were to obtain a decent, honour- 
able professional living. These young men 
ought to be, and must ‘be, trained if they 
were to be fitted for these functions in life. 
They wanted young fellows who were pre 
pared to study. The carpenter and the mason 
were wanted to send their boys to the techni. 
cal school in order that they might become 
properly adapted to their professions. The 
school was for training boys and girls in their 
different functions in life, for training girls in 
knitting and cooking and all the other things 
necessary. 

_ Subsequently the bishop blessed the school.

bs Scandinavian countries the name of 

Grandtvig is held sacred. Born in 
1785, the son of a country minister, he 
died at the ripe old age of ninety, having 
achieved fame as _ clergyman, poet, 
philosopher, politician, scholar, reformer 
and educationist. His greatest achieve- 
ment—and the one for which he will 
always be remembered throughout the 
world—was the establishment of the 
Danish Folk High School. This adven- 
ture in education remains one of the 
wonders of the world, and has contributed 
largely to Denmark’s advanced position in 
social and cultural affairs to-day. The 
school is open to all people over the age 
of eighteen ; there is no entrance examina- 
tion and no leaving certificate; the 
education provided is decidedly not of the 
““ bread and butter ” type, being given ria 
history, the mother tongue and song. Yet 
it is a fact that one-fourth of the whole 
country population of Denmark has 
attended one of these schools. 

It is interesting to note that Mrs. Davies 
owes her interest in Grandtvig, which 
amounts almost to worship, to the educa- 
tional writings of the late Patrick Pearse ; 
she tells her tale well, and adds to the 
value of the book by the insertion of 
appendices which give particulars of the 
actual work being done in these schools. 


The origin and development of 
Esperanto is another experiment which 
has attracted considerable attention. 
Zamenhof, its inventor, was born in 
Lithuania—a country of many languages 
which were the cause of much dissension— 
and the experiences of his childhood 
indicated the value of a universal 
language. This book will be found very 
useful to all who are interested in the 
growth of the Esperanto movement.

MARTYROLOGY in itself is the least 
interesting of all the liturgical books, 
being little more than a mere list in which 
are given for every feast day of the year 
the names of those saints (originally 
martyrs only) whose triumph is celebrated 
on that day in some or other of the 
Churches of Christendom. Early martyr 
ologies, however, have a special interest 
for research workers, as not infrequently 
they throw light upon obscure hagio- 
graphical and liturgical problems. 

The two earliest extant Irish martyr- 
ologies were both drawn up about the 
ninth century at Tallaght by members of 
the community of culdees established there 
by St. Mael Ruain at the end of the 
eighth century. One, a Latin list of the 
usual liturgical type, is to-day known as 
the Martyrology of Tallaght; the other, 
a rhymed Gaelic martyrology, with a long 
poetic prologue and epilogue, is called 
from its author the Martyrology of 
Oengus. Of the Martyrology of Tallaght 
two incomplete texts only are in existence 
to-day. One of these is written on ten 
vellum leaves, preserved in the library of 
the Franciscan convent on Merchant’s 
quay, Dublin. These leaves originally 
formed part of the twelfth century manu- 
script known as the Book of Leinster, of 
which the greater portion is preserved 
in the Library of Trinity College. The 
Book of Leinster text, owing to the loss 
of two diplomas, lacks the saints’ names 
for something more than five months. 
The second text of the Martyrology of 
Tallaght supplies the names of the Irish 
saints for about four of the missing 
This second text consists of an 
excerpt of the Irish names only, of which 
the greater part was made by Brother 
Michael O’Clery in the first half of the 
seventeenth century from a Kildare 
manuscript which is now lost. In the 
vear 1857 was printed a small and in- 
accurate edition of the Irish names only. 
It was based ultimately on the O’Clery 
excerpt. 

Scholars were never satisfied with this 
partial and exceedingly inaccurate edition 
ef so important a text. Some ten years 
avo the Henry Bradshaw Society, which 
was feunded in the year 1890 for the 
editing of rare liturgical texts, entrusted 
the preparing of the definitive edition to 
Dr. R. I. Best, Librarian of the National 
Library of Ireland, and to Dean Hugh 
Jackson Lawlor, Beresford Professor of 
Ecclesiastical History in the Universitv 
of Dublin. The edition of the Martvyr- 
ology upon which these two scholars have 
been working for so many years has just 
been issued to members. as Volume 
LXVIII. of the Henry Bradshaw Society's 
series. 

In an _ interesting introduction the 
editors tell what is known of the text 
from its first construction by the monks 
of St. Mael Ruain's community for use in 
the performance of the liturgy, down to 
the present edition of it, designed for the 
use of hagiographers, Jliturgists and 
students of ancient Irish literature. In 
the course of this introduction the 
evidence of the two extant manuscripts 
is discussed minutely. It would have 
been natural to expect that the Book of 
Leinster manuscript would prove to re- 
present the oldest and the best tradition. 
Dr.. Best has gone further. He is a 
paleographer, to whom manuscripts are

constantly revealing secrets which they had 
concealed from former workers. From 
certain errors in the O’Clery excerpt 
from the lost Kildare manuscript he has 
deduced, beyond the possibility of doubt, 
that the Kildare manuscript had itself 
been copied from the Book of Leinster 
Thus the O’Clery excerpt, where it 
duplicates the Book of Leinster, is no 
longer of interest, being but a copy of a 
copy, of which the original still exists. 
Dr. Best and Dean Lawlor have, there- 
fore, confined themselves, wherever possible, 
to the Book of Leinster version in pre- 
paring the printed text. 

For the months which are 
from the Book of Leinster exemplar, 
recourse has been had to the O’Clery 
excerpt from the Kildare copy. 
The now discredited variants in the 
O’Clery version of the other months 
are added by way of appendix, merely 
for the sake of completeness. The 
new edition of the Martvrology of 
Tallaght is printed and bound with that 
taste and dignity which distinguish all the 
volumes of the Henry Bradshaw Society's 
series. It has been annotated and indexed 
in such a way as to render reference to it 
a pleasure. Indeed, Dr. Best’s and Dean 
Lawlor’s work in this respect might wel! 
be taken as a model by all editors of 
learned texts. 

Hagiographical and liturgical documents 
and, above all, martyrologies, are for the 
specialist only. In him they awaken some 
of that eager expectancy which the fisher- 
man feels as he casts across a quiet pool 
at the foot of a tumbling rapid. For the 
general reader they possess little or no 
interest. Fortunately for him, however, 
medireval Irish scribes loved to fill the 
margins of their manuscripts with jottings 
relating tothe text that they were copying. 
As time went on the jottings attached to 
an ancient text tended to become in- 
separable from it, and would be copied, 
with additions, from one manuscript into 
another. Thus it has come about that the 
Book of Leinster copy of the Martyrology 
of Tallaght contains, in addition to the 
text, the marginal jottings of some 
hundreds of years. 

These marginalia will be of interest to 
all lovers of the quaint and of the beauti- 
ful. Some of them are in the form of short 
anecdotes. Others are scraps of lyric 
poetry. Others, again, are mere notes or 
mnemonic rhymes. The most pleasing of 
them all, perhaps, is a poem giving the 
dates on which the home birds begin ard 
cease their song and the migrants come 
and go. Though the language of it has 
‘ been corrupted here and there by the 
scribes, and one or two  quatrains 
apparently have been interpolated, the 
poem glows with that joyous freshness 


missing 


which characterises the Old Irish monastic 
nature lyric. Further on in the marginalia 
occurs a neat quatrain on a certain bishop 
who was famed for his justice. It is thus 
translated by Dr. Best: 

sishop Frc, 

Everything he adjudged was just 

Everyone that passes a just judgment 

May the blessing of Bishop Erc be upon him! 
If a reader, having studied the Henry 
Bradshaw Society’s edition of the 
Martvrology of Tallaght, be moved to say 
of it that it approaches as near to perfec- 
tion as is possible for a work of human 
learning, we feel sure he will be held to 
have merited the Irish bfshop’s blessing.

The Trap. By Alien Havens.

66 HE TRAP” is nothing if not am- 
t bitious in scope and theme. Mr. 
Allen Havens is not alone in wish- 
ing to portray the effect of the war on his 
ceneration, but his aim is infinitely wide. 
He attempts to give an impression of the con- 
ditions which led up to the war, and of the 
war itself, as a whole; to include different 
races and differing standpoints; to develop 
all these standpoints and the characters 
which represent them; to show the war in its 
cumulative effect, and its eventual progress 
towards a human débacle. At the same time, 
he tries to preserve a central point of in- 
terest in the persons of Ian and Ray Fisher. 
It is an impossibly ambitious effort, an? 
that Mr. Havens has not been successful is 
not surprising; yet we admire his _lion- 
hearted enterprise and courage. Inevitably, 
of course, his characters lose body, as his 
theories clamour for expansion. Inevitably, 
too, the framework at times becomes blurred 
by emotional crises. 

Yet ' The Trap’’ is a noteworthy failure. 
It is full of interest, thoughtful, sensitive and 
stimulating, and, since lack of unity is due 
to the size of the canvas, and not to inherent 
faults, people will read sympathetically and 
forgive. 

This quiet story of Ulster, while it must 
be of especial interest to Irish Presbyterians, 
will make a still wider appeal. It will be 
appreciated by everyone who likes to read 
old days in an Irish countryside, 
the picturesque phraseology of the 
Ulster peasant gives a touch of piquancy to 
the leisure!y story of pleasant people. The 
anecdotes are delightful, and it is quite 
evident that the author writes of things that 
she has seen and heard, and that she has the 
zift of »assing on these things to her 
readers. 

Where ‘‘Sot”’ is intelligible to the ordi- 
nary reader who takes his reading as a pas- 
time rather than an exercise, it is magnifi- 
cent. The trouble with it, as with so many 
Russian novels, is that the thread is desper- 
ately hard to follow, There are the usual 
multiplicity of characters and the common 
kaleidoscopic transition from scene to scene. 
‘‘Sot’’ describes the action of the Five Year 
Plan at a remote confluence of waters where 
hitherto there had been nothing save a vil- 
lage and a monastery of particularly unat- 
tractive monks. There is plenty of realism 
of the regular Russian vintage—fleas, half- 
wits and sore eyes. Apart from these varia- 
tions from the popular taste, however, one 
finds a most nobly-conceived work, a host 
of subordinate and subtle themes, varied and 
excellent characterisation, and a great deal 
of splendid writing. ‘‘Sot”’ is not eas 
reading, but it is more than worth the appli- 
cation involved.

National Sovereignty and Judicial Autonomy in 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. By Hector 
Hughes, K.C. London: P. 8. King and Son, Ltd.

HE growing importance of the political 
and constitutional issues of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, which 
have been exercising the minds of the 
members of various Imperial Conferences 
from 1926 to 1930, undoubtedly calls for 
comprehensive and co-ordinated treat- 
ment The author in his preface does not 
pretend that this book is either exhaustive 
or exclusively technical—in short, suitable 


| only for lawyers. 


By his production of this compendium 
of juristic comment, Mr. Hughes has per- 
formed a useful task; but, perhaps, at 
times he has been guilty of repetition. As 
the title of the book indicates, the author 
deals at considerable length with the ques- 
tion of appeals to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council, and strenuously 
argues that the existence of such a pro- 
cedure in derogation of national 
sovereignty, which an incident of 
Dominion autonomy. Whilst it is ad- 
mitted that any particular Dominion 
legitimately may protest against the con- 
tinuance of a procedure regarded by it as 
repugnant to its status—and a number of 
the Dominions, including the Irish 
Free State, have utilised the proper 
arena, namely, the Imperial  Con- 
ference, to take this course—it 15S 
dificult to accept Mr. Hughes’s specious 
arguments, with which he seeks to justity 
the Free State Government’s passage ot 
legislation designed to frustrate the right 
of appeal to the Judicial Committee, where 
already has been granted, Mr. 
Hughes refers to the criticisms of the Free 
State Government’s action in these cases 
by using such phrases as “startling iis- 
takes” and “ uninformed criticism.” 
While it is agreed that Professor Keith, 
an eminent authority, inaccurately inter- 
preted the technical effect of a section uf 
the Free State legislation in relation to 
the copyright case, there is no doubt that 
the Act. of which it was a section, was 
passed after the leave to appeal had been 
yranted and before the hearing of the 
appeal by the Privy Counc.|. 

Does Mr. Hughes seriously content 
that the Act was passed solely to amend 
the lacuna in the Law of Copyright «+ 
it was found to exist in the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the Free State—an 
opinion with which the Judicial Com- 
mittee subsequently disagreed in no un- 
certain words? So long as Article 66 of 
the Constitution subsists, the passing ef 
legislation by any particular Dominion 
depriving its own nationals or those of 
other Dominions of the right of appeal 
therein preserved is a parliamentary pro 
cedure of doubtful validity, but not ne 
cessarily of doubtful morality. 

Mr. Hughes would appear to give his 
approval to the idea adumbrated at the 
Imperial Conference, 1930, of an ad hoe 
tribunal to arbitrate on issues between 
Dominion Governments. ‘)ne. can 
he astonished at the paucity cf judicial 
ingenuity of the representatives the 
Dominions responsible for this vague and 
uncertain conception. So far, at anv rate 
as the Free State is concerned, with its 
political and religious complexities, neither 
the suggestion of a Commonwealth court, 
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ad hoc tribunal appears to be suitable ; 
and, as the procedure to the Judicial 
Committee seems. according to Mr. 
Hughes and the Irish Government, to be 
peculiarly obnoxious, there remains the 
idea of the creation of an Irish Privy 
Council. thus restoring the judicial Juris 
diction of the old Irish House of Lords.

HE reader enters but slowly into the 
delights of this book. In his first 
six or seven chapters, in which he por- 
travs the young Prince’s training for the 
craft of kingship, Mr. Wortham unhappily 
has modelled his style upon that of 
another biographer. He sacrifices humour 
and sense in his search for verbal bril- 
liancies, and irritates his’ reader by an 
assumption of the Olympian aloofness of 
the biographer who sees his subject as 
slightly absurd, and refuses to be excited 
‘or thrilled. By the time he has brought 
the Prince to manhood, however, the 
cynic mellows into the romantic. Mr. 
Wortham forgets that he has read Mr. 
Strachey and becomes genuinely inte- 
rested in his subject. -. 

The book approaches King Edward from 
the human angle. Mr. Wortham has 
relied less upon research and _ official 
documents than upon private diaries and 
contemporary newspapers. Even so, we 
must take many of his statements ¢n his 
own authority; for he seldom refers us to 
his authorities. Yet, with his eve for the 
picturesque and the significant, the 
Edwardian era comes to life in his pages 
from the fin-de-siccle of its | 
ginnings to the comfortable material: 
of its closing davs. 

The King stands out as the typical 
figure of his period. His pleasant vices 
and the curiously middle-class outlook ol 
the day are not allowed ta blind the 
reader to the real virtues of kindliness, 
dignity and wisdom which made of the 
stout and elderly monarch the first gentle- 
man—perhaps, the first diplomat—of 
Europe. The Kings of England, with few 
exceptions, have never been afraid to mov” 
about among their subjects, and of the 
whole line King Edward was, perhaps, the 
closest to the heart of the people. His 
friendly nature—he could tolerate all men 
except his deplorably bumptious nephew 
of Germany—and his charm of manner 
captivated the French, calmed. down a 
dozen awkward international situations. 
and smoothed the entry to the political 
arena of the new party of Labour.

M ei COGHLAN’S book is a work of 

historical research on the systems of 
land tenure in Ireland from the earliest 
time ; and it has been, no doubt, the result 
of energetic and patient labour. The form 
and style of presentation, however, leave 
something to be desired. No dates, for 
instance, are mentioned in the ovening 
chapters, so that the uninformed reader 
does not know when the Saer stock and 
Daer stock tenures conimenced or ended. 
The same remark applies to the Brehon 
Laws, which are of the utmost interest and 
importance in any study, not only of land 
development in Ireland, but of any 
historical treatment of Insh_ social, 
economic or cultural life. Actually Mr. 
Coghlan’s treatment of this subject con- 
stitutes the most valuable part of his book. 

The chapters on the distributions and 
re-distributions of Irish land under the 
various settlements and plantations also 
are of a fundamenta! importance to any 
adequate realisation of the policy of 
English government in Ireland. The 
book may be commended for its chapters 
on recent land legislation from 1860 to the 
present time, a part which ought to prove 
useful to legal practitioners.

METHOD OF TESTING. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Cvurrespondent 
says :'— 

We do not think it wise to put up an expen- 
sive lighting system until a trial is made 
in a small way. Separate some of the 
worst layers, late-hatched pullets, and 
backward hens, and place them in a roost- 
ing house by themselves. Light the house 
with a good lamp or lantern at a certain 
time every night—the usual time advised 
is somewhere between nine and eleven 
o’clock—so that the light will shine on 
,the perches and on the floor underneath. 
Place a trough or two of grain in the full 
light on the floor, so that the birds will 
see it—not scattered in litter, as some 
advise—and leave it there till they come 
down to eat, and go back to the perches 
again. At first, it may take some time 
to induce them to come down, but when 
they get used to it they will respond at 
once when the light comes. The remarks 
by a writer in the Irish Times of 10th 
inst. are worth quoting: “There are many 
facts to be considered in the successful 
lighting of layers, such as which birds to 
light, length ‘of time, and when to start 
lighting; also method of feeding. If 
birds are not of the right age and con- 
dition to light, I have found it useless ; 
but, on the other hand, if one lights the 
right bird in the right way it is of ex- 
treme value, and one may nearly double 
the output of eggs. We may add to 
this that it should not be used with birds 
for breeding.
